ANOTHER HORROR. 


Another Insane Asylum Burned, and 
Mauy Lives Lost. 


U t i c a (N. Y.), May S : h —A large portion 
of the Chamango county buildings, located 
at Preston, near Norwich, were burned at 
m idnight last night, and ten of the in ­ 
mates, and possibly more, were burned. 
The buildings destroyed were the asylum, 
iu which were about eighty inmates, and 
the pauper house and idiot ward, in which 
there were forty inmates. 
Both were three-story wooden buildings, 
in good repair, having wings of two stories 
in hight. 
They were valued at $25,000, and 
insured for $19,000, and are a total loss. 
The saddest part of the disaster was the 
burning of ten idiots, who were penned in 
their cells. They were roasted alive. 
The origin of the fire was probably from 
smoldering sparks from a slight fire which 
occurred Wednesday afternoon. 
Deborah Dibble, a feeble-minded old 
woman, was smoking a pip6 and set her 
clothing and beddiDg on fire and was 
burned fatally before the flames could be 
extinguished. 
It is supposed the 
fire 
started from some undiscovered smolder­ 
ing sparks from this event. The keeper 
was awakened by a pauper and attempted 
to release the idiots, but was driven back 
by the fire. 
H e then ran through the outer buildings 
in his night clothes rescuing the inmates. 
The insane patients, some of them, bad to 
be forced out and they fought against their 
release, but all were saved. 
Most of them were taken to the Metho­ 
dist and Universalist Churches until other 
quarters were procured. 
Some escaped and took to the woods, 
where the Sheriff and bis deputies were 
hunting for them to day. 
The names of the nine idiots who were 
burned are: Sarah Mills, Sarah Gallagher, 
Arvilla Atwood. Sarah Bailey, Laura Grav, 
Deborah Dibble, Mary O’Daniels, Altneda 
Austin, Adelia Benedict. 
The keeper rescued several at the peril of 
his life. The scene of the burning was in- 
describle. and the horrors of Longue Pointe 
were reached on a sm aller scale. 
The demented and terror-stricken in ­ 
mates wandered around the burning piles 
in a hopeless m anner. 
The great wooden 
buildings lit up the hills for miles around. 
A bucket brigade was formed and about 
one hundred men labored to save the 
small buildings in the rear, with success. 


e x c i t e m e n t i n t e n s e . 


N o r w i c h (N. Y ). May 8.h.—The excite­ 
m ent over the destruction of the Poor- 
house and County Insane Asylum this 
m orning is intense. All who had friends 
among the unfortunate eagerly sought for 
information regarding their fate. 
Preston is six miles from any railroad, 
and a procession ol all sorts of vehicles has 
been going there all day. 
The smoke and 
stench from the holocaust is perceptible 
here. 
At the scene of the disaster the stench is 
sickeniDg. 
The idiots were locked in and 
roasted like beasts. Keeper M ainwaring 
said: “On opening the door leading from 
the hall to the idiot department, I was 
thunderstruck to see the interior a mass 
of flames. 
I attempted to rescue the poor 
inm ates, who were all Becurely shut in 
their cells as usual, but was driven back by 
the heat and smoke. I saw the idiots were 
doomed and nothing could save them . 
I then aroused the paupers. 
“ In some instances the poor people were 
dazed, and it was necessary to carry them 
bodily from the house and turn them loose 
in the yard and fields. 
“ There were twelve inm ates in the idiot 
asylum and they must have been overcome 
by the beat, for I heard nothing from them 
and they roasted like pigs.” 
Coroner Ferrald of this place went to 
Preston and ordered the removal of the 
charred and blackened rem ains in the 
ruins. Bucketa of water were dashed upon 
them and at length roasted trunks were 
pulled out and laid on the grass. All were 
burned beyond recognition. 
In Borne instances the rem ains were re­ 
moved with shovels, nothing but the skull 
or a tew boues giving any indications that 
they were once hum an beings.

FLAT CONTRADICTION. 


Speaker Reed should not endeavor to 
make his speeches tally with the whims of 
the Southern press. 
For instance, he re­ 
cently declared that it is a matter of cur­ 
rent history that fraud and terrorism are 
practiced over large districts in the South 
on election days. Certainly this is ac­ 
cepted as truth by those who claim to be 
well informed. 
H r. Reed was justified in 
the expression by the New Orleans Stales, 
a responsible and widely influential Dem­ 
ocratic newspaper, for it recently said: 
‘•The people of Mississippi do not steal or 
rob ballot-boxes, as General Chalmers has 
charged, but they do suppress the negro 
vote, and this fact they make no effort to 
conceal.” 
The 
Charleston 
News and 
Courier, about the same time, less than a 
year ago, said: “We are appalled at 
thinking that the rising generation of 
white men at the South is being taught 
that elections are to be carried, not by the 
honest vote of a fair majority, but by rank 
intimidation, 
subterfuge and evasion.” 
The Columbia Register quoted that ex­ 
pression and added: “ We have carried 
this sort of thing as far as it can possibly 
go, and the result is that we are fast get­ 
ting to be a set of rascals within our party 
lines, if we have not got there already.” 
Such expressions as these were surely suffi­ 
cient to warrant Speaker Reed in saying 
what he did. 
But since he made bold to 
utter the words he has become the subject 
of criticism that is more than bitter. 
From all along the line he has been called 
“liar and falsifying politician” to the 
echo. 
The Natchez Democrat pronounces 
his statement to be “a vile slander ujion 
the South, 
aud the News and Courier, 
from which we have already quoted, jumps 
upon him with both feet and roars: 
“Reed’s statement is full of willful un­ 
truthfulness.” 
Really these gentlemen of 
the Soutnern press should not be permit­ 
ted to impeach their own witnesses. Some 
one ought to interpose an objection to this 
sort of practice in the court of American 
politics. 


TEE LIQUOR DECISION AGAIN. 


The St. Louis Globe-Democrat fears that 
the recent liquor decision of the Supreme 
Court of the 1 nited States, which was 
fully explained and analyzed in these col­ 
umns a few days ago, is a dangerous one 
for the doctrine of State rights, and it 
comes to the conclusion that it amounts to 
Federal interference with the power of 
the States to regulate their domestic con­ 
cerns in any respects where interstate com­ 
merce is concerned. The Globc-Democra1 
says; 
The theory of a strict construction of the Con­ 
stitu tio n in respect ot grants of Federal power 
is practically discarded in favor of a theory 
w hich, to say the least, is a surprising conces­ 
sion to be m ade by m en ot Dem ocratic faith and 
association. It has been understood heretolore 
th a t the authority of a State was suprem e in 
th e m atter or dealing w ith the liquor traffic, 
even to the point of absolute and com plete pro­ 
hibition; but this decision upsets th at idea m a 
m ost pronounced way. There is a hitherto un­ 
suspected F t d e n i power, it tells us, in the con­ 
stitutional provision w ith regard to in tersu te 
com m erce, by w hich State authority is so lim ­ 
ited as to leave room for defeat of alm ost any 
form o f local restriction ot said traffic, in the 
absence of Congressional w arrant for 
such 
action. 
The decision does not justify any such 
expression. The right of Congress to reg­ 
ulate commerce between the States is a 
constitutional provision as old as the doc­ 
trine of the fundamental law, that by the 
States are retained all sovereign rights not 
expressly vested in the Federal authority 
for the benefit of the whole people. The 
doctrine enunciated by the Supreme Court 
is neither new nor is it subversive of any 
State right. 
It simply affirms the right of 
a citizen to sell his goods by importation 
into another State at the request of a citi­ 
zen of the latter. 
But it is strictly stated 
that this right does not in any respect in­ 
terfere with the right of the State into 
which the goods come, to subject them to 
local regulation so soon as they lose their 
commercial character, and that they do so 
as soon as they mingle with and liecome 
a part of the property in the State. 
It 
is not held that the State must confine its 
regulation to proi>erty produced within its 
borders; there is nothing of the kind in 
the decision, or any expression warranting 
such an implication. 


T h e New York Sun varies its assaults 
upon the domestic establishment of Mr. 
Cleveland with agitation for the rejieal of 
the capital punishment law of New York. 
But all people do not think that it would 
be a reform, or that it would tend to greater 
certainty of conviction of criminals, or 
that it should lie repealed because of the 
occasional execution of the innocent. The 
truth is that while there is now and then 
an innocent man hanged, so, too, there are 
innocent men imprisoned for life. Human 
justice is not perfect; human judgment is 
fallible; men do wrong often in the very 
effort to do right. So that the argument 
that the 
innocent 
are sometimes ex­ 
ecuted amounts to little. There is alto­ 


gether too much sentiment expended over 
murderers already. One of the New York 
J udges from the bench recently uttered 
words upon the subject that are pregnant 
with truth. Said Judge M artine: 
Hom icide has come to be about the safest 
crim e for a m au to commit. It he wounds his 
enem y or steals his property he Is reasonably 
sure of receiving severe punishm ent. But if he 
kills him be can feel quite confident th a t some 
lawyer, some corporation or som e individual, 
full of m audlin sentim entality, w ill take all 
possible care that if any hum an agency can 
avert such a fate he docs not die by th e hands 
of the law. For the slayer there is any am ount 
of sym pathy: for the slayed there is none. I do 
not share in this m isdirected sentim ent. My 
sym pathy is w ith the dead, and 1 am of the 
opinion th at every m an w ho takes th e life of 
another w ith deliberation and prem editation 
should pay the forfeit of his life. 


I f it is true that an attempt is to be 
made to revive the old charge of man­ 
slaughter against Tennie C. Claflin and 
Victoria Woodhull, now that they have 
return to this country on a visit, the effort 
will be discreditable to the movers. The 
charge originated twenty-six years agoj 
and grew out of alleged clairvoyant pow­ 
ers of the sisters through which they 
claimed to heal by the laying on of hands. 
These two women, at one time notorious 
for their eccentric and ultra teachings, and 
the vigor with which they promoted cer­ 
tain “isms,” went to England and married 
well. For many years they have been 
living there in quiet. They now return 
on a visit to their native land, and this 
old charge is revived, probably by enemies, 
which was once dismissed by a competent 
Court, for want of prosecution. If there 
ever was any reason for pushing the charge 
it should have been given effect long ago. 
It looks very much now as if its revival is 
simply a bit of persecution. 


G o v e r n o r H i l l of New York has at 
last signed a ballot reform bill, and in a 
long message congratulates the people that 
a reform ballot law that is constitutional 
and unobjectionable has been placed upon 
the statute books. That is precisely what 
makes it look “queer.” 
If the bill was 
liable to hurt the pernicious business of 
the vote-brokers, ticket-peddlers and ward 
rounders Governor H ill would never have 
signed it. That conclusion is justified by 
his entire course concerning ballot reform. 
The new law provides for a “paster” sys­ 
tem, and instead of one official ballot, sends 
the voter into the polling-booth with both 
hands full of all the kinds of ballots that 
political parties and private ambition may 
suggest. 
But as the proof of pudding is 
in the eating, we must await the trial of 
the new scheme. Should it work well it 
will surprise all who have made a study of 
the reform svstern. 


T h e educated Chinaman, Lee, who cre­ 
ated a social sensation in Eastern society 
circles a few years ago by marrying an 
American heiress, has not found the amal­ 
gamation theory pleasant in practice. Ac­ 
cording to his story, his mother-in-iaw has 
led him an endless round of misery, and 
the woman wfco was so foolish as to mate 
with a Chinaman has repented of her bar­ 
gain and brought an action for a decree of 
divorce. 
In his letter recounting his do­ 
mestic troubles the man winds up with the 
exclamation: 
“ What a fool I was to get 
married anyhow.” 
But Lee was not half 
so foolish as was the blinded American 
girl who chose him for a husband. We 
might feel some pity for the Mongolian, 
but not a particle for the miserable woman 
who is the mother of the two half-breeds 
that live to testify to her folly. 


A n International Prison Congress is 
presently to lie held at St. Petersburg, but 
it is officially announced that discussion of 
the treatment of convicts in Siberia will 
be prohibited. W hat a farce, then, will 
the Convention be. The idea of an Inter­ 
national Convention of, a philanthropic 
character with a censor, backed by Im ­ 
perial police, sitting in' judgment over its 
discussions, is one that excites mirth, but 
it ought to enkindle indignation. 


G o v e r n o r H ill’s suggestion is that all 
contested seats in the Legislature of New 
York should be the subject of settlement 
in Court, and not by the votes of the body 
in which the contests arise. 
It is an ex­ 
cellent idea and it would be wise to adopt 
it in every State in the Union. As a rule 
all such contests are decided upon partisan 
lines, and rarely do the merits of the case 
have fair examination. 


T he reported acts of violence on the 
part of striking molders in San Francisco 
only serve to weaken the cause of the 
strikers. The right of the men to strike 
is undeniable, as much so as the right of 
the employers to organize in resistance of 
the strike, but violence by either is law­ 
lessness that the cause of neither side can 
justify. 


Th e Common Council of Spokane Falls 
has expelled one of the Aldermen be­ 
cause of disgraceful conduct. 
We believe 
this is the first instance on record of an 
Alderman having sufiered at the hands of 
his own. 
Verily Spokane progresses, and 
the world advances. 


A l t o n A u g i e r , who is our Consul to 
Rheitns, was once an opera singer in 
Euroj»e. 
How much hope could be enter­ 
tained bv an opera singer who remained 
in Europe attaining to even so humble a 
representative position ?

MAGGIE VALLE SWALLOWS A DOSE OF

Poor Maggie Valle lay on one of the low 
couches at the Receiving Hospital at mid­ 
night last night, gasping her last. Her eyes 
were set with the stare of death, and there 
were no tender hands to close them when 
finally the fast-expiring spark of life should 
go out in darkness. Now and then the 
jailer would look in, when not occupied 
with his duties, to see if she was still 
breathing, and that was all. There was no 
one to even breathe a prayer for the poor 
woman as her spirit took its flight from 
earth. 
And yet her own daughter was not half 
a dozen blocks away, whither she had gone 
a few honra before with a box containing 
her mother’s hard earned savings, leaving 
the latter to die alone and unattended, as 
described. 
The poor woman was dying from a dose 
of deadly carbolic acid, apparently taken 
with suicidal intent. It appears that Mrs. 
Valle was formerly the wife of a man 
named Powers, her present hnsband— 
from whom she has been separated for 
some time—being an employe at the rail­ 
road shops. 8he had lived in this city for 
some thirty years, it is said, and had, by 
hard work, secured a little property. Re­ 
cently a small house belonging to her at 
Fifth and S streets was burned, on which 
she had some insurance. 
Her daughter, aged 16 years, has been 
living with a Mrs. Shadd at 1513 Fourth 
street, while Mrs. Valle herself resided 
with a widow named Smith, at Fourth and 
S streets, whose husband was formerly a 
lawyer here, but died many years ago. The 
daughter went to see her m^'her yesterdav, 
but finding her out, went to the site of the 
burned house and there found her lying in 
a barn, with two vials by her side—one 
containing some medicine prescribed by a 
physician, and the other carbolic acid. 
She came up town and informed Mrs. 
Schadd that her mother was dead, and the 
latter sent word to the Coroner. The latter 
visited the place and finding the woman 
still alive, notified the Chief of Police. 
Chief Drew then got a carriage and took 
Mrs. Valle to the Receiving Hospital and 
summoned the City Physician. She seemed 
to be dying, and nothing could be done 
for her bat to make her as comfortable as 
possible. 
Mrs. Schadd and the daughter visited 
the police station, but the latter, say the 
police, exhibited no feeling of sympathy 
lor her mother. She informed Chief Drew 
that some time ago her mother told her 
that if anythiug happened to her (the 
mother) she would find a box at Mrs. 
Smith’s 
containing 
some money and 
papers; that as soon as she saw her mother 
lying in the barn, and supposed her to be 
dead, she had gone and secured the box 
and taken it to Mrs. Schadd’s. 
The Chief sent officer Snook with the 
women to the house to get the box aud 
bring it to the Police Station. 
When 
opened it was found to contain $335 in 
money and some papers of value. 
Alter remaining a little while the women 
left for their home, although the mother of 
the younger one lav dying in an adjoining 
room to the Chiefs office, and did not 
again visit her. 
At 1 o’clock this morning the poor 
woman breathed her last. 
Captain Lee informed a R ecop.d-U jíion 
reporter that it was reported tiiat onlv a 
few days ago Mrs. Valle had drawn $1,800 
from the Sacramento Bank, and the officers 
think that if she did 
it would very 
likely have been placed in the box with her 
other money. Whether or not the box had 
beep opened before it was brought to the 
police statii n, h i o fc rs did not know, 
but the woman said it had not. 
Deceased was well known as a industri­ 
ous, saving woman, and it is a shame that 
Bhe should have been left to die, as she 
was. with no friend or relative near to do 
aught to alleviate her sufferings and utter a 
prayer for her departing spirit.

TO BE SO U AT LAST. 


T he Board o f Fducatlon to Sell th e F erry 
Sem inary for 910,000. 
The Board of Education held a special 
m eeting last evening, at which all the 
m em bers were present. 
The m atter of 
electing a substitute to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Miss Helen Tower, 
a teacher of the eighth grade of the Twen­ 
ty-fourth and N street school, was taken 
up, and after considerable discussion it 
was ordered that the vacancy be filled by 
the appointm ent of Miss Ada Richardson 
of the night school. 
Miss Jennie A. Crofton will take Miss 
Richardson's former position. 
For fourth substitute the names of Miss 
Rosie lnglis, Miss May Wolf. Miss Tillie 
Ash, Miss A nnie Steinfield and Miss Millie 
W ilcox were proposed. 
After balloting 
about twenty-five times, the choice resulted 
in the selection of Miss Wilcox. 
Director Sherburn stated that he wished 
to m ake a report regarding the auction 
sale of the Perry Seminary building. He 
stated that he obtained a first bid of $7,000 
and that it was afterwards raised to $10,100, 
w hich offer was made by Siller Bros. 
There was quite a large attendance at the 
sale, and Mr. Sherburn said he had tried in 
several different ways to get a higher bid. 
H e offered only the building at one time, 
and the highest bid was $300. The lots 
were then sold separately, and the prices 
offered did not aggregate the one sum of­ 
fered by Siller Bros. Afterwards, however, 
the latter parties backed out, but John 
Miller, the undertaker, had told him (Sher­ 
burn) that he would give $10,000 for the 
S 
roperty, and wanted the Board to consider 
is offer. 
Mr. Sherburn said he believed $10,000 a 
good price for the property. It was sim ply 
a burden on the hands of the School Board, 
and of no earthly use to it. 
Director Erlewine said he had always 
been in favor of selling the Sem inary, and 
was yet. 
H e be.ieved the offer made by 
Mr. Miller ought to be accepted. 
Mr. Senatz said $10.000 was no price for 
the place. 
I street was being improved, 
and the property on that street would be 
greatly enhanced in value. 
The other Directors expressed different 
opinions, and the roll was called on the 
question as to w hether or not the offer be 
accepted. 
Directors Sherburn, Chipm an and E rle­ 
wine voted aye. and Paine, Hopley, Tufts, 
Senatz and Davis voted no. 
It required a unanim ous vote of the 
Board to agree to the sale, so the vote 
counted for naught. 
Director Chipman rem arked that he’d 
never vote again to sell the property as 
long as he was a mem ber of the Board. 
The offer which had been made he consid­ 
ered to be a good one, and he thought It 
very foolish not to accept it. 
‘‘1 m like you,” said Director Sherburn, 
‘‘I ’ll keep that property, too, as long as I 
have a vote.” 
After considerable arguing, a motion to 
reconsider was made by Director Paine, 
and all voted aye. 
On roil-call on the question of selling 
the property, the vote was unanim ous in 
the affirmative, and the Seminary ordered 
sold. 
The consent of the Trustees will not 
have to be given. 
There being no further business, the 
Board adjourned.

THE SUPERVISORS. 


L ight D ay’s B usiness Y esterday—A R oad 
O v erseer C alled in. 
A t yesterday’s session of the Board of 
Supervisors Mr. Greer offered a resolution, 
w hich was adopted, m aking the penalty 
for driving a horse faster than a walk over 
the McCracken bridge at $10, and for car­ 
rying more than 20,000 pounds the fine to 
be $15. 
Justice K ennard, of San Joaquin tow n­ 
ship, was allowed a set of the codes for use 
in his office. 
On motion of Mr. Greer, the sum of 
$15 S7, erroneously assessed 
to Robert 
Christiansen in favor of Carroll School 
District, was ordered refunded to him . 
The contract and bond of the American 
Bridge and Building Company, for the 
erection of the iron water-tank at the 
County Hospital, was read and approved. 
Charles G. Taylor asked the Board who 
was to pay him for twenty-one days’ work 
in digging a ditch near the old beet-sugar 
works to drain the county road. H e said 
he had been employed by Road Overseer 
W arren to do the work, but that the latter 
declined to audit his bill for more than $2 
per day, whereas he (Taylor) furnished 
and sharpened tools for the work and con­ 
sidered that his work was worth $3 a day. 
Chairman Ross said that Overseer W ar­ 
ren told him that the work was of no ben­ 
efit to the county road, and was a private 
enterprise to drain private lands. 
Mr. Tebbets said that W arren had, on 
the contrary, told him the ditch would be 
a benefit to the road by relieving it of a 
great deal of water that settled in that 
locality.

HOW WE DO THINGS. 


C rossings on a P ro m in en t S treet T orn Up 
D uring a R ain-S torm . 
Somebody has caused to be removed the 
plank cross-walks on O street at Eleventh 
and Twelfth, for no apparent reason, leav­ 
ing in theii stead deep gullies, which the 
recent storm has transformed into ditches of 
m ud. 
Persons living south of O street have 
had to wade through slush and water for 
several days past in crossing that thorough­ 
fare at the points named, and loud com­ 
plaints have been made in consequence. 
On Wednesday, it is said, a young girl 
broke one of her legs in one of excavations 
at Eleventh street, caused by the removal of 
the planking. 
W hy these walks should have been torn 
up is a mystery to every person living in 
that neighborhood, it is true there is talk 
of having O street graded and graveled, but 
there hasn't been a pick struck in it from 
Tenth to Twentieth streets, as yet, and it 
seems hardly possible that any contractor 
would have taken it upon him self to tear 
up the crosswalks long before he com­ 
menced his work, and that, too, just upon 
the approach of a forewarned rain-storm. 
W hoever was responsible tor the removal 
of the planks should at least have relaid 
tem porary walks until the street dries up 
a little. 
For two or ihree days past it has 
been almost impossible for ladies to cross O 
street at Eleventh and Twelfth, and getting 
on or off street cars has been attended with 
danger, especially to ladies with infants in 
their arm s.

WALLIS’ LAST PURCHASE. 


Som e 930,000 W orth o f State Library 
Books to be Returned. 
A meeting of the Board of State Library 
Trustees was held in San Francisco, on 
W ednesday evening, with Messrs. Stephens, 
Strother and McClnre present, for the p a r 
pose of receiving a statem ent from A. C, 
Freem an, an ex-Trustee and for some time 
acting President of the former Board, con­ 
cerning the purchase of about $20,000 worth 
of books for the State Library by Talbot H. 
W allis, the Librarian. 
These books were ordered during the last 
m onth of Mr. W allis' adm inistration, and, 
as the Board of Trustees claim, without 
authority from the President or any m em ­ 
ber of the Board. They were, moreover, 
ordered in violation of an order from the 
Trustees directing the Librarian to receive 
no books and to purchase none. 
W allis was present and admitted that he 
had purchased the books on bis own 
authority under the Political Code. H e 
said he had not contracted to pay any par­ 
ticular price, as some of the books were 
rare and had been procured in London at 
great expense. 
Messrs. Doxy <t Bancroft said they bad 
furnished the books in good faith, and 
$6,000 worth of the rare books are now on 
the way from Europe. After hearing all 
the facts the Trustees decided to return the 
books to the sellers.

R iver— 
R ains Cause a R ise in the 
Effect on Fruits. 
People who declare that they “ never 
knew of such weather in May” would find 
on reflection, that they have m any times 
experience longer and harder storms than 
that of the last few days, and killing frosts, 
as well, in the m erry m onth of May. It is 
not an unusual occurrence at all for large 
quantities of hay to be ruined early in the 
m onth by heavy rains. 
The late storm 
was by no means an unseasonable nor an 
unusually severe one. About eight inches 
of snow has fallen about the sum m it of the 
Sierra Nevada, where about eight feet still 
rem ained from the deposits of last winter. 
In the valley the rainfall has been quite 
general, also along the tributaries of the 
Sacram ento river, as a result of which the 
latter has begun to boom once more, under 
th6 influence of the freshet. On W ednes­ 
day the hight at this place was 22 feet 11 
inches, w hile yesterday, it was 23 feet 4 
inches. The American, aithough well up, 
showed no immediate rise, the increased 
volum e of water in the Sacramento appar­ 
ently coming from the Feather, Y uba and 
stream s farther northward. 
The rain has done some injury, doubt­ 
less, to strawberries and a few kinds of 
fruit, but will probably prove a benefit to 
the grain crops. Some hay had been cat, 
but only a very sm all percentage of the 
whole crop. 
Mr. J. F. Farnsw orth, who returned 
from Newcastle yesterday, reports that the 
early cherries, now ripening, have been 
injured by the rains. They are now split­ 
ting open, or bursting, and there will be 
some disappointm ent experienced in secur­ 
ing sufficient quantities for shipping for 
some days to come. 
The rainfall yesterday, according to the 
Signal Service reports, amounted to .02 of 
an inch, m aking .94 of an inch for the 
a:orm, and 32 94 inches for the season, as 
against 19.13 inches to a corresponding date 
last year. The highest and lowest tem per­ 
atures were 70° and 52°, while on the same 
date last year it was 68° and 44°, and one 
year ago to-day 78° and 54°. 


SACRAMENTO HORSES. 


S everal F in e O nes R ecen tly P u rch ased 
fo r T acom a, W ashington. 
Mr. C. H . Burton, the well-known horse­ 
m an and expert driver, formerly of this 
city, arrived here from Tacoma a few days 
since.

ford, Corbett and Holly, has bought twelve 
head of finely-bred horses trom C. Kerby, 
of Elk Grove, in this county. 
These

YESTERDAY’S FIRE. 


A H ook an d L ad d e r T ru ck O v ertu rn ed — 
C hief O 'M eara In ju red . 
A t 2:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
fire departm ent was called out by an alarm 
from box No. 43, caused by a bale of hay 
catching fire in the basement of Giafmlll- 
er's stable on N inth street, between J and 
K. Tbe fire was extinguished without 
damage. 
An accident that m ight 
easily 
have 
proved a very disastrous one occu«ed on K 
street, in front of the Golden Eagle Hotel, 
while the Sixth-street book-and-ladder 
truck was ett route to the fire. Dan Des­ 
mond, the tillerm an, was driving, and 
there were three others on the vehicle, in ­ 
cluding Chiet Engineer O’Meara. 
As the truck swung into K street from 
Sixth, there was a street car ahead of it, 
about midway of the block. As soon as 
the driver of the car discovered that the 
truck was coming up behind he halted his 
car, as is the custom when the tire engines 
or trucks are in the vicinity, so as to giie 
them the right of way. In this instance his 
stopping was ill-timed, for the driver of the 
truck had not time to swing across the 
street, the rear wheels of the latter sliding 
along the railroad track 'an d bringing the 
truck in collision with the car. 
The collision had the effect of upsetting 
the truck, which went over on its side upon 
the granite pavement. The driver was 
pitched headlong to the ground, as also 
were Chief O’Meara and the other men 
riding upon the track. All escaped injury 
except the Chief, whose face came in con­ 
tact with the ground, causing several bad 
bruises and cuts. The Chief got up, wiped 
the blood from his face, jum ped into a 
hack and was driven rapidly to the fire. 
Afterward he ha t his wounds dressed and 
went about his duties as usual. 
The well-trained horsts attached to the 
truck behaved splendidly, m aking no effort 
to run away after the accident. Persons who 
witnessed the affair expected to see tbe men 
who were on tbe truck picked either dead 
or badly maimed, and it is really m irac­ 
ulous how they escaped.

D isplay o f Studies—A N ew Feature 
M onthly Exhibits. 
W hen Mrs. E. B. Crocker presented to 
the city the A rt Gallery, of which the peo­ 
ple are 'so justly proud, only a few knew 
that beside the 800 pictures on the walls, 
there were in library cases some 3,000 
studies and prints of rare value. 
For four years only a few have been able 
to exam ine tbe portfolios containing them, 
because 
m uch 
handling injures them . 
Some three m onths ago, tbe joint occupant 
of the A rt Gallery, the California Museum 
Association, resolved at its own expense to 
devise a scheme to enable the general pub­ 
lic to view these studies. 
It has only re­ 
cently been able to carry out its plans, and 
the first exhibition under the new system 
is now in place, tbe last of the first series 
of pictures being pat in position a few days 
ago. 
Twenty-seven six-foot frames have been 
made, each capable of holding three studies 
under glass. These have been suspended 
between the hand-rails of the gallery by 
brass clips, but are so adjusted that they 
can be opened w ithout removal. As the 
frames lie nearly flat they do not interrupt 
the view of the hall pictures. 
A narrow 
curtain also prevents the frames from being 
seen until one steps up to the hand-rail. 
There are now on view about eighty of 
the studies, and next week they will be re­ 
moved and eighty others placed in the 
frames, and so on each m onth until the 
3,000 have been shown, so that it will take 
more than three years to show them all. 
By this plan there will be a new attrac­ 
tion each m onth in the picture galleries 
for a long tim e. Many of tbe studies are 
of high value, m any are very ancient and 
some of the more modern are esteemed 
very valuable also. It is the intention, be­ 
ginning next week, to exhibit the studies 
by schools as far as is possible, and to place 
cards giving information concerning the 
schools represented, tbe date and some 
notes concerning the artists.

A R ID LANDS. 


M ajority an d M teority R e p o rts F ro ru tlie 
Senate Irrig a tio n C om m ittee. 
W ashington, May 8ib.—Following is a 
synopsis ot th e Senate tn ejo rity rep o rt ou 
th e bil! for the irrigation oí arid lends: 
Before giving a^letailed account-of the iu- 
ves’.igatte* of the c mmltiee, some -general ob­ 
servations and suggestions as to what action 
should by taken by the’Covernmeist lo enable 
the peoj ie to reclaim and settle apon the arid 
lands oi the United States are submitted. Over 
two-filths of -t'ue area oi the United states, ex­ 
clusive of Alaska, requires irrigation to insure 
regular crops, and in at least four-fifths of the 
arid region irrigation-is a necessity for the pro­ 
duction thereof 
This arid region comprises between 120,000 
and 130,000 square miles, being a third larger 
that: that -of British India and very similar to 
it in its general characteristics. Ih e amount 
of land that may be brought under cultivation 
in the arid region is variously estimated at from 
íé.OoO.OOO to lbO.OW1 000 acres. 
It is sale to predict at least 110,0 0,0r0 acres 
will ultimately be brought under cultivation by 
irrigation, and that, too, by water in sight, 
which, when properly utllicoa, will reclaim at 
least 10 per cent, of the whole arid area. 
The question for consideration is: What ac­ 
tion should be taken by the Government to 
enable the people to reclaim 
these desert 
lands.? Their reclamation must be initiated 
and executed by the peop.e aud uot by the Gov­ 
ernment. 
In India, and in fact in all countries under 
monarchic or despotic rule, the work of irriga­ 
tion has been carried ou under Government 
control, arid largely with Government mouey. 
The Goverumeut of British India has already 
expended several hundred millions of dollars 
in constructing irrigation works, and is contin­ 
uing such expenditures on a most magnificent 
scale. 
A l'ROSITABLE INVESTMENT. 
Reports -chow that the investment has been 
profitable to the Government and of the great­ 
est possible advantage to the people, but there 
is no necessity for tne United States to engage 
in such expenditures. If an opportunity is fur­ 
nished to the people or this country, they will 
relaim these desert lands, so far as reclamation 
is necessary. The most important action by the 
Government in aid of the reclamation of these 
desert lands was the passage of the Acts of 
October 2,1888, and of March 2 ,1889, 
By the first of these Acts 8129,000 was appro­ 
priated for topographic surveys and 8luo,000 
for surveys pertaining to irrigation; 860,000 was 
diverted by the Director from that purpose and 
added to the appropriation for topographic sur- 
veys.-making a sum of 8259.(00 for topography 
and leaving only 840,0,0 for irrigation. 
By the Act of March 2 ,1889, 8200,000 was ap­ 
propriated for topographic surveys, aud 8250,­ 
000 for irrigation surveys. Of the sum aopro- 
priated for irrigation surveys 8120,000 was d i­ 
verted from that purpose by the Director aud 
added to the 8200,000 for topographic surveys, 
making an aggregate of 8320,000 lor topographic, 
and leaving only 8130,000 for irrigation surveys, 
and otlice and other expenses incidental thereto. 
violation ok the statcte. 
Your committee regards this as a plain viola 
tion of the statute and a misappropriation of 
mouey. It has been represented by ihe Director 
that a general topographic map of the arid re­ 
gion is necessary ror an irrigation survey, aud 
th at unless it is made the cost of that survey 
will be increased manifold. This statement it 
is impossible to comprehend. 
It is, of course, easy to see that such a map 
would give useful inlormation of a general kind, 
and would be conveuient for many minor pur­ 
poses, but the engineers, while admitting this, 
testily with one voice that its usefulness goes no 
further: that such a map is not at all necessary in 
any imperative sente; that it will not save them 
any important amount of labor or expense; that 
the engineering surveys would be of the same 
Characterand cost the same, whether they have 
maps or not, aud that no use has been made of 
any topography bp any ol the engineers en­ 
gaged in tne irrigation survey except as a gen­ 
eral map of the country. 
A provision was inserted in the Act of Octo­ 
ber 2,1888, which is working a great hardship 
to the people ol all the arid States and Terri­ 
tories. It was necessary to reserve all the lands 
which may hereafter he desiguated or selected 
by such United States surveys for sites for 
reservoirs aLd ditches or canals for irrigation 
purposes. 
As matters now stand, no entries can he made 
or titles perfected to any public lauds of the 
United States requiring irrigation. Attention is 
called to this iact lo show the importance of 
action ou Senate hill 2104. as reported from this 
committee. 
VNAPPROPRIATED WATERS. 
The bill reserves the unappropriated waters 
of lakes and rivers on public lands for such 
beneficial puriioses as shall be determined by 
the States and Territories where such waters 
are situated, subject only lo the paramount au­ 
thority of the United States. 
It reserves the right ol way for ditches, canals 
and other hydraulic works for irrigation pur­ 
poses, and allows the flowing to be diverted 
lrom their natural beds upon the arid areas. 
It also reserves to the United States the ad­ 
judication oi all questions that may arise in re­ 
lation to storage conservation, flowing and dis­ 
tribution of all natural waters located at the 
boundary of States or Territories, It i e|>eals all 
laws for the sale of lands where irrigation is 
necessary, except the mineral and homestead­ 
ing laws 
The bill a 'so confers the power upon the Com­ 
missioner of Irrigation to regulate the amount 
of laud which may be taken in a given locality 
by homestead settlers, not exceeding ICO acres. 
It further provides that when reservoirs, canals 
and other hydraulic works shall have beeu 
completed to as to irrigate all the land in a 
giveu district, patents may be issued to claim­ 
ants of public lands in such district upon com­ 
pliance with the laws in force at the time the 
claims were made. 
And also provides that 
when an irrigation district is formed in auv 
State or Teritory, and the laws of such state or 
Territory permit, legal voters residing in such 
district may tax the land of the state aud of 
private individuals for the purpose of construct­ 
ing such hydraulic works ss are for the common 
benefit of all irrigable lands in such district. 
all lands may be taxeij. 
United States lands therein shall bear the 
same burdens as are imposed on state lane* aud 
th e lanes of private persons, and homestead set­ 
tlers who take such lacds with irrigation works 
constructed lor their reclamation shall take 
them subject to the payment of the same charges 
as have been paid by private parties for the 
same purpose: provided, that the amount ofsueh 
taxes shall be approved by the Commissioner ol 
Irrigation, and tbat the United States shall not 
In any care be liable lor any of such charge*. 
It iurther provides that the people ot a dis­ 
trict situated iu two or more States or in a State 
aud Territory may have the benefits of this Act 
by the joint action of all the States and Terri- 
torities in wlr.ch any por.ion of such district is 
situated, or in ease any of the Slates or Terri­ 
tories refuse lo jd n , then the State urTerritory 
in which a lame portion of the irrigable laud is 
situated may ¡perform all the sets uecessarv to 
enable legal voten to reclaim lauds and secure 
the benefits of the Act. 
XRANSEERRKD TO BUSK'S DEPARTMENT. 
The committee, believing that irrigation per­ 
tains to agriculture, and not lo geology aud 
other subjects under charge of the Director ol 
the Geological Survey, and differing from the 
Direc.or as to the mode of conducting such mat­ 
ters as relate to irrigation, has provided for the 
transfer of the irrigation survey to the Agricult­ 
ural Department, and tbe appointment oi a 
Commissioner of Irrigation in that department. 
The passage of the bill. It is believed, will en­ 
able bona fide settlers and land-owners to de­ 
velop the arid region by their united e(Torta It 
will give full play to the enterprise ot the pio­ 
neers ot ihe West. 
It avoids as far as possible Government inter­ 
ference and frees ihe Government from ihe 
enormous expense which would be involved it 
the United Stales should undertake lo supervisee 
and control this vast region, as suggested by the 
Disector of the Geological Survey. It also pre- 
veuts the delay which would be occasioned be­ 
wailing for tbe expenditure ot many millions of 
dollars in geologic and topographic surveys and 
in paleoniologic, chemical aud physical le- 
seart-hea under the Director of the Geological 
Survey, and also avoids the embarrassment 
which would he imposed upon irrigation by 
charring to it the expenditures made by the 
lMrecMr ol the Geological Survey for othei pur­ 
pose*. 
MINORITY .REPORT. 
Senators ileagan, G orm an and Jones of 
A rkansas say that, finding them selves u n ­ 
able lo agree w ith the m ajority of the Sen­ 
a te C om m ittee on A rid Lands, they subm it 
a m inority report. 
An auaiysis or th e bill 
of the m inority is m ade by sections and the 
effect of each section is pointed out. 
T he 
sections m ay here be characterized su m ­ 
m arily ; 
Section 1 of ihe biU provides ior the survey of 
arid lauds into natural irrigation district* 
.Sec­ 
tion 2 provide* for the segregation of irrigable 
land*. Section g provides that lands already 
irrigated shall be declared irrigable for purposes 
contemplated In the bill, teciiun 4 provides 
that certain of the irrigation w orks;shall be con­ 
structed only ou sues designated and reserved 
therefor, in order to protect water rights aud to 
conserve waters lor beneficial purposes. 
Section 5 provides lor the division oi waters 
among districts. Section 6 provides for theor- 
ganizaiiuu of districts situated iu two or more 
Btatts or Territories. 
Section 7 provides that 
non irrigable lands shall remain In the posses­ 
sion of the Gtueral Government, as forests aud 
pasturage reservations, aud hatchment areas 
for irrigable laDds. but it provides for the dis- 
pjM i oi irrigable andf. to iitimcbtead ieit.'ers 
in tracts not greater than eighty acres 
Sec­ 
tion s attaches water-rignts to the homesteads 
or irrigable lands. 
Section « makes it unlaw­ 
ful to construct unauthorized irrigation work* 
Section 10 provide* in general term* a plan 
for the organization of irrigation districts, See- 
II gire* to the Commissioner* of Irrigation 
Districts authority lo provide laws and rules for 
the use of waters belonging to the districts and 
for the protection and use of forest*, aud the 
protection and use of pasturage, 
Section 12 
make* it lawful for States ami Territories to 
provide general légrala ion relating to the use 
of wafers, forests and pasturage, aud p ovides 
methods r y which capital lor the eoastructfou 
of irrigation works muv he obtained 
section 13 makes it lawful for Slates to pro­ 
vide a Board of frrigatiou Commissioners to 
supervise aud approve the works authorized 
and contracts made cy the District ComnUs-ion- 


er*. Section 14 of the bill provides that cities 
and towns may be excluded from irrigation dis­ 
tricts, and gives the Slates and Territories au­ 
thority to designate th e waters which such 
cities and towns may us*;. Section 15 provides 
a method for obtaining the coi.sent of the 
States and Territories to the legislation pro­ 
posed in the bill, a n d refuses the rights and 
benefit* otherwise g' anted to any State or Terri­ 
tory which fails to give its consent. 


effect of the bill. 
The general effect of the bill Is to turn over 
the control of irrigation to the States and dis­ 
tricts. General statutes are to be made by the 
States and specific rules by the districts. There­ 
fore, it will accomplish local self-government in 
relation lo irrigation and forest aud pasturage 
administration. It relieves the General Gov­ 
ernm ent o f all subsequent legislative adminis­ 
trative duties, except ouly to complete th e irri­ 
gation survey ot the whole and a survey of the 
irrigable lands. 
Thq-creatioti of a new Bureau of Irrigation in 
the Agricultural Denartmentis unneoessaiy and 
unwise, therefore is not recommended. The 
Director of the survey has expended a portion 
of lire fund* for necessary topographic work as 
part of the irrigation survey. This is strictly in 
compliance with the statute. 1 he present irri­ 
ga .ion survey is performing its duties in com­ 
pliance with the law and in an efficient and 
tt.orough manner, and work under it should 
proceed at a reasonable rale of progress until it 
-is finished. It is istim ated that the irrigation 
•survey will cost 87,000,900, hut that in makitig 
maps it will save 81,009.000 to the geological sur­ 
vey. Thus the real cost of an irrigation survey 
is but 83,000,000 over and above the cost of a 
geological survey.

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, May 8th.—Mitchell presented a 
petitiou relative to Oregon's Indian depreda­ 
tion claims, and made a short speech calliDg at­ 
tention to the iact tbat the committee having 
charge of these claims had as yet made no re­ 
port on any of them. He urged them to do so. 
Stewart, lrom the select Committee on Irriga­ 
tion of Arid Lands, presented the majority re- 
¡K)rt and introduced a resolution authorizing 
the printing of Go.OCO copies ol it. 
Reagau presented a minority report, and also 
asked that it be printed. He introduced a bill 
as a substitute for the majority bill. 
Hiwock introduced a bill to establish the 
Grant Memorial Home at McGregor, N. Y. 
At 12:30 Merrill called up the Dingley House 
bill to classify till worsted cloths as wooieu. He 
took tbe floor, explained the objects ol the bill 
aud c aimed that the present classification of 
Worsteds had almost destroyed the wool indus­ 
try of the Middle States. 
Gray took tbe floor and opposed the passage 
oi the bill. 
Tbe debate continued at length, Vest support­ 
ing Gray in opposition to the bi.l, while Morrill 
and Aldrich replied. 
The Dingley bill, to classify worsted, passed. 
Cousideiation ot the Silver bill was postponed 
until Monday. 
The pension appropriation bill, appropriating 
for Ihe next fiscal year 897,090,761, was taken up. 
Amendments were ottered by Sherman and 
Washburn lo increase the number of pension 
agents (rom eighteen and twenty to twenty-one. 
which gave rise to a long discussion, 
as a vote 
disclcsed the absence of a quorum, the Senate 
adjourned. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington, May 8th —The House met at 11 
o ’clock. .Dockery of Missouri took the floor and 
proceeded to address tbe Committee of the 
Whole on the tariff bill. He spoke for one hour. 
Burrows of Michigan then took the fioor. 
When Burrows finished McMillan arose and 
proceeded to address the committee from a 
Democaatic standpoint. 


W A SH IN G T O N SOCIETY. 


D isg r a cefu l P ro ceed in g s a t an E xclu sive 
C lub B a ll. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 8th.— The 400 of 
W ashington are excited over the disgrace­ 
ful orgies that were enacted at a ball given 
at a suburban club which is one of the 
most exclusive social organizations in this 
country, 
Champagne flowed like water. 
The majority of the men threw off all re­ 
straint and acted in a m anner that might 
have done for a stag party. 
The ringleader in the orgies was a hand­ 
some and accomplished young secretary of 
the legation representing one of the leading 
courts of Europe. 
H e was very hilarious, 
and insisted on dancing a baiiet on his 
own hook. It is said that when some of 
the women expressed their displeasure and 
talked of going home, the young secretary 
ordered that the doors of the establishment 
be closed and that none be allowed to 
leave. 
By way of variety the dashing secretary 
wound up the dancing by turning somer­ 
saults. H e had partaken too freely of wine 
to be very steady on his feet, and after 
alighting on the wax floor he slipped and 
fell, striking his head. 
For several m in­ 
utes he was unconscious. 
Several young women screamed. One, 
the danghter of a high official who has 
lately come to W ashington, and therefore 
not accustomed to the eayeties of W ash­ 
ington life, demanded that her earnige be 
sent lor, and threatened if she were not 
perm itted to depart terrible consequences 
would ensue.

BU EN O S AY R ES. 


Ain E ffort to S ell tb e G reat W estern 
R ailw ay. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 8:h —The Depart­ 
ment of State is officially informed tbat 
the Province of Buenos Avres has rejected 
the bid of $35,000,000 made by Sam uel B. 
Sale it Co. for the Great Western Railway, 
and has extended the lime for further bids 
until Augnst 14th next. 
The fine runs 
from Buenos Ayres for 901 kilometers in a 
northwesterly direction through the most 
populous and fertile pari of the Republic. 
An official inventory fixes ihe value of 
its fines and lauds at $27.970.027 58. and of 
its rolling stock, etc , at $7,917,262 75. To­ 
tal, $35.887,290 33, gold. Ten per cent, on 
this am ount is added by way of right of 
workmg, making a to taf valuation oi $46,- 
643,4k ,043. gold. The lenders are to be 
accompanied with a certificate of deposit of 
$1,200,000 in gold in the provincial bank, 
and the lines will not be delivered till 50 
per cent, of ihe price is paid. 
■On the part of the Government it is 
agreed that there shall be no competition 
against the lines for fifteen years, and that 
exemption from taxation and im portation 
dues shall be granted to them. 


T h e N orfolk D ock . 


W a s h in g t o n , May 8th.—The Navy De­ 
partm ent is going lo fiud out what it was

dock recently; whether it was the settle­ 
m ent of the dock itself or the defective 
m anner in which the keel blocks were laid 
for the ship. 
As was stated last week the civil engi­ 
neer of the Norfolk yard made a report 
not long ago to the department to the effect 
that be bad discovered evidence to show 
tbat the bottom of tbe new dock had sunk 
when tbe Baltimore was put into it, the 
straining of some of tbe ship's seams call­ 
ing attention to the fact that something 
was the matter. 
The Secretary has, at the request of the 
Simpson Company, which built the dock, 
ordered a Board erf Officers to meet at Nor­ 
folk on the 20th inet. and give the structure 
a 
thorough 
test. 
The 
receiving-ship 
Franklin, which lies off the navy-yard, 
will be put into ihe dock, if it is possible to 
get her out of the m ud in which she has 
iain for years. 
Subject to th e Law . 
W ash in g to n . May 8th.—The Senate In ­ 
terstate Commerce Committee has favor­ 
ably reported the bill to amend 8ection 5 
of tbe Interstate Commerce Act, making 
international railroads subject to the pro­ 
visions of tbe interstate law. They must 
conform to the same rule as if the road was 
wholly w ithin the United States, must pro­ 
cure • license from tbe Commission and 
officers and m ast appear before it when 
wanted. It is also provided that the Com­ 
mission can suspend a license to the road 
for violation of the interstate commerce 
rules, and pending such suspension the 
customs officers may stop trains from en­ 
tering into or departing from the United 
States. 
T k a H elio g rap h . 
W ash in g to n , May 8th —An official dis­ 
patch received at the Signal Office to-day 
from General Greely, at Fort Bayard, N. 
M., was transm itted from Fort Bayard to 
Prescott, A. T., the distance of 600 miles, 
by the heliograph system of flashes and 
snnlight. This svstem was used success­ 
fully by General Miles in tbe Apache cam ­ 
paign, and is now in operation oyer a line 
of 1,000 miles in Arizona and New Mexico. 
It is used quite extensively in tbe British 
Army and by some other foreign powers. 
Besides filling a long-felt want in the arm y 
movements ou the plains, it will probably 
be adopted for transm itting election returns 
from the back com m unitits.

L o n d o n , May 8th.—Senor Pedrigal, who 
presents the curious anomally, especially 
for such a country as Spain, of being a 
financier and an enemy of the established 
monarchy under which he lives, does not 
think that the disturbances in Barcelona 
and other places will have a disastrous ef­ 
fect upon the fate of the universal suffrage 
bill now before the Spanish Cortes. H e 
thinks that the bill will probably become a 
law before the recess of the Cortes in July. 
The affiliation of the civil gnard with the 
strikers in Barcelona is a sign of the times, 
but one which would be more significant if 
it had taken place in a more conservative 
comm unity. Barcelona is the only really 
enlightened and progressive city in Spain, 
but its increasing wealth has made it the 
eDvy of other municipalities, and conserv­ 
ative leaders will not fail to take advantage 
of provincial jealousies.
